A message irom His Excellency the 
Governor, by his Secretary Mr Porter. 
which was received and read, and is 
as follows : 

Executive Department, Georgia, 
Milledgeville, 1st November, 1813 

Fellow Citizens r.f the Senate, 

and ot the House of Representatives. 

The period at which you are now as- 
sembled is, in my opinion, the most im- 
portant of any which has occurred since 
the establishment of our mdt \ erot r.c< 
engaged as we are in hostilities with a 
nation, the maritime resources and na- 
val power of, which have no patraliel in 
the history of ihe world, and whose go 
vernment is as base and corrupt as it is 
powerful. Accustomed to tyrani^e o 
ver the ocean, and by her wealth and in 
trigue to keep one half of Europe cut- 
ting the throats of the other half, she 
flattered herself that the United States 
would not dare to resist her unfounded 
claims to maritime supremacy. In this 
she no doubt derived encouragement, 
as well from the forbearance manifest- 
ed by our republican administrauon, 
and their known and acknowledged a- 
versicn to war and bloodshed? which 

B 



she mistook for timidity, as from a ©o&»- 
vicrion of having a party sufficiently 
powerful in the United States, to con* 
trol the government if it dared to resist. 

1 his is known to every man who has 
attended to facts and passing events. 

Tl is haugl ty nation has howeveE 
been mistaken, as well in the firmness, 
stability and energy of our government 
as in tie power of the party .she relied 
upon in this country to promote her 
views, and oppose those of tiieir own 
government. And here permit me to 
>:<-. mark, the contrast between the mino- 
rity in tlie British Parliament, and the 
minority in Congress. In the former 

iiey no sooner found that war was de- 
clared, than they united with ministers, 
and by an una umous votr, declared 
;hey would support the war with a view 
so obtain a.n honorable peace ; in the 
latter our minority thought of nothing 
so much as how tl ey were to embar- 

ass the government, & by what means 
• hey could defeat their measures. Un- 
accountable as the fact is, it is never- 
tbeh ss true; it is no fiction, but estabhsh- 

d by the public proceedings of the Bri- 
tish Parliament, and U;e Congress of 
the United states How shameful foie 
freemen to act thus : — what ! oppose 
their own government for resisting by 
force of arms those tyrannic acts of a 
corrupt and venal ministry, which had 
for their obj ct, and if submited to, 
must have resulted, in placing the Uni- 
ted Mates in a worse condition than 
they could be as Colonies of the British. 
Crown. 

It is not to be inferred that I admit, 
that because the minority in the British 
Parliament pledged themselves to sup- 
port the war until an honorable peace 
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rdiild be obtained, that the British Mi 
r> s;ry mig.u noi procure such a peace 
wu.. our government ; that is an object 
which has heen, I venture to Say. at all 
times withm their reach. (Jur govern- 
Tnent has manifested an anxious desire 
of terminating hostilities by a peace ho 
norable to both parties ; ar.d if the Bii 
tish C binct iiacl been as sincerely chs 
post d for peace, the war would never 
have commenced, neither woukl it have 
continued to 'his day. Hut it is evident 
to the whole world, that peace is not t.ie 
object of v e enemy, unless accompani- 
ed by a sui render of those righ s on our 
part, wh ch would entail infamy and d 
grace upon u-. and our conn rv forever. 
The pledge of the minority in the British 
Parliament is therefore the more r 
matkable, and makes the contrast be 
t\v en their conduct and the minonn 
in Congress the more taking, since our 
object nas been uniformly before the 
war to preserve peace, and since to ob- 
tain if ; whilst the enemy has had no o 
ther object but to find pretexts for evad- 
ing a compliance w-th ou'jusi dmands, 
and provoking us by new aggression-!, 
whilst professing a disposition to do jus 
lice. I. the just principles upon winch 
the war was c unmenced were insufrt i 
ent to produce equal unanimity amongst 
us to that v. hi. h appears to have prevail 
ed m the British Parliament, can the mi- 
nority not find m the conduct of the e- 
nemy at Hampton and elsewhere, mo 
tives sufficiently powerful to stimulate 
them to unite with the majority, and by 
a bold and manly effort inflict merited 
chastisement u.ion the authors of such 
barbarous and brutal wrongs ? I ven- 
ture to pronounce, that he who cannot, 
J and who at the same time chum:; to be 



an American, is a cold blooded traitor. 

At the commencement of the present 
contest, our old revolutionary heroes 
had nearly all dropt off the stage of life, 
and from our long habits of peace, the 
ramjful of troops kept on our frontier, 
had afforded but little opportunity ior 
'he display of military genius. Our 
Navy also was, as it were, in a sta f e of 
ii. fancy ; yet with this handful of force, 
were we compelled in defence of our in- 
esum b!e rights to encounter, as 1 have 
befoie observed, the mo^t powerful and 
at V-c same time the most abandoned 
government that ever tyranized over any 
country 

Notwithstanding t'tis apparent dispa- 
ri y of iorce, yet with our num-rous and 
brave population, and .1 country abound- 
ing in all the lesources necessary ehher 
f.r offensive or defensive warfare, 
wt- cannot for a moment doubt of our fi- 
nal success. With a little experience 
in the art of war, which we arc gaini^ 
d-.ily, our officers and men v/ul soon 
teach the British legions the (iifft renco 
between the energies of freemen fi Sit- 
ing the battles of the Republic, and mer- 
cenary slaves contending for injustice oc 
oppression un.ler the orders of a despot. 

But what shall be said of our Navy 

our mih.'.t N ,vy ! Its achievements in a 
relative point of view are unparalleled in 
the history cfany cou.Uiy upon the face 
of th ■ g'.obe. Toe enemy with his thou- 
sand ships of war has to boast of but two 
triumphs o\e it, whilst we Ccm claim al- 
most as rn.tny as we have ships. h\ vy 
we not hope that the late victory gained 
so gallantly by Commodore Perry a-- 1 
his brave associates on Lake Erie cv^r 
a superior British fleet, and the com- 
mand of Lake Ontario now obtained bv 
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he brave Chauncy, will lead to the ac- 
imphshment of those events which 

aust ultimately compr 1 the enemy to 
-nuke peace upon honorable termv or be 

lnvrn from the continent? I think 

.i y will. Uur army in those regions 
will now be able to net with better effect 
and ihe blood thirsiy savage, paid and 
instigated to scalp and tomahawk not 
only our defenceless settlers on the iron 
tier but our unfortunate prisoners, will 
be checked and restrained. 

Whilst we are engaged in a contest 
for the maintenance of those maritime 
rights which as an independent nation 
we claim under the long established 
principles of general law, or law of nan 
ons, we are under peculiar obligation 
to render the homage of our gratitude 
and praise to a bountiful Providence for 
the plenty with which our country a- 
bound^ in all things necessary for our 
comfort and convenience ? Our farm- 
ers and planters raise their own grain ; 
their flocks and herds supply their own 
beef, b'.con and lamb; and their wool 
and cotton are both fabricated by the in 
dustry of the f.mily into cloth for do- 
mestic use Not only so, but a consi 
derable surplus remains, by the dispo- 
sal of which, sugar and coffee. &c 
which by long habit have become in 
some measure m cessaries of liie, are 
procured. And the same necessity 
continuing, we shall add to our indepen- 
dence by the culture of many articles 
which are at present supplied by impor- 
tations from abroad. By the efforts of 
Some enterprising individuals in thc 
southern and eastern parts of otu 
state, it has been demonstrated that tht 
sugarcane can be cultivated with succcs; 
—ajtd our climate and soil are peculiarly 



well calculated for producing both wine 
and oil. Hence our independence of. 
foreign supplies will de ensured, and 
the American farmer and planter, and 
those of Georgia particularly, will stand 
erect, the most independent human be- 
ings upon the face of the earth under 
the restraints of civil society. 

Happily for this state, she has been: 
as yet exempt from those malignant, 
scenes of outrage which have marked 
the progress of the enemy in othe r parts- 
of the Union ; but he and his savage al- 
lies to the north, have finally succeeded 
in changing the aspect of affairs on our 
Indian frontier. A large proportion of 
the Creek Indians are in a state of hos- 
tility against us. Some families were 
murdered near the mouth of Ohio 
in the course of the l^st summer by a 
party of Indians passing from the Lakes 
to the Upper Creeks The principal 
Chiefs of the nation, on the application 
ol the Agent, determined to punish the 
murderers by putting them to death, and 
a party of warriors was ordered to exe- 
cute their determination This was no 
sooner done than the resentment of the 
friends of the murderers broke out in 
acts of open violence against all those 
who had been in any way concerned in 
eiusin^tlie murderers to be put to death. 
From what has appeared since, it is 
now* ver certain. that'he Uppei Creeks 
.iad secretly determined to take pait 
with the northern Indians in the war a- 
<amst the United Suites, and that the 
eircumstances before mentioned only 
iroduced a premature disclosure of their 
bject. A considerable party among 
iie Creeks however preserved their faith 
"our government, and from them and 
i other sources, \ have derived inteili-' 
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gence from time to time, of the plam 
and movements of the hostile party — 
JBy the restrictions A the Federal Con 
stitauon, no state can without the con 
sent of Congress, kV engage in war un

In addition to the detachment now in 
the field, other cautionary measures for 
the safety of the frontier hive been re 
sorted to. Some siiull F >rts and Block 
houses have been built, and spies and 
scouts have been, and are at this tune 
kept out : And altho' we have occasion- 
ally had false reports when have pro 
duced temporary alarm, the savages 
have not dared to approach our settle- 
ments ; that they have not, nas been oc- 



casioned, I have no doubt, by our atti- 
iude and readiness to punish them on. 
the verj first aggression. 

Our sea board has also been as yet 
exempt from annoyance by the enemy, 
f he last Legislature passed a Resolu- 
tion authorising the Executive to keep 
six compair.es of militia in the field, one 
in each county on the sea-board, but in 
in as much, as 1 did not perceive the ne- 
cessity for their service, and they were 
to be kept at the expence of the state, 
and that expence would have excetded 
the whole amount appropriated for mi- 
litary disbutstments, in at least a three- 
fold degree, I declined calling them out. 
The result has justified my determina- 
tion, and the funds of the state, and the 
lives of the men have been preserved 
for occasions of real danger. It is ne- 
vertheless my opinion that some pre- 
cautionary measures are at this time ne- 
cessary. The season has arrived, and 
.vill Continue for some time, which in 
our climate, L the most favorarle for the 
operations of a fleet ; and as little as 
possible ought to be put to hazard. 

The plan adopted in Savannah, the 
xecution of which is committed to a 
committee of safety, ot keeping vigilant 
and active persons employed with fast 
row.ng boats at the mouths of the inlets, 
to give immediate notice upon the ap- 
pearance of the enemy, and thereby pre- 
vent surprise, is undoubtedly as good as 
any that, under existing circumstances, 
can be devised; but that alone is insuf- 
ficient. A competent force ought to be 
ready to oppose the enemy on his first 
attempt to land. The most efficient for 
this purpose, next to that of river craft, 
armed with heavy pieces of ordnance, 
I respectfully conceive, will be Artillery. 
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A battalion of this description of force 
organized so as to be capable of ' rapie 
movements, and stationed at some con 
veme.m place near the sea coast fortht- 
wmter, would be highly useful. The) 
Could be moved to some healthful situa- 
tion 10 tne interior during the summer 
£'ul f?!l or they mi-ht be permitted to 
return iwon furlough. 

Whih-.r. upon this subject, permit me 
to call your attention to the present 
state and condition of our militia — 
Tney are our great resource for defence 
unt-i x r .e arm of the Union can be ex- 
tended to our protection and support. 
Thirty years experience has taught u-- 
that our present plan *or their instructi- 
on is altogether insufficient ; & now tha 
vvt are in a state of war, it is time i< 
make an < {fort to profit by that experi 
ence. h is with diffidence that I ven- 
tu e to suggest a plan for our improve 
n\ n- in tins particular, bui so fully an.

Milledgeville, 12th Nov'r, 1813.* 

To the Senate, and ; 

House of Representatives. 

The Constitution having made it the 
duty of the Governor to give to the 
General Asssembly from time to time 
information of the $tate of ihe Repub-, 
-ic, and recommend to their consider- 
ation, such measures as he maydeem> 
expedient. I now call your ; attentlon 
to a subject of deep interest to our 
state. 

The expedition into the Creek Na-i; 
ticn of Indians, now under the com-, 
mand of Brigadier Gen t John Floyd, 
is one, on the success which, depends- 
the peace and safety cf our frontier 
inhabitants from the mountains to the 
St. Mary's river. The difficulty and 
embarrasments which thatofficer has 
had to encounter, were such as to call 
for the exercise of all his patriotism. 
These difficulties , and embarrasments 
not only continue, but they inc. case. 
I herewith communicate an extra** ©f 
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at letter received on the lGthinst from 
General Floyd, by which, the Legis- 
lature may be able to appreciate his 
situation. I cannot for a moment be- 
lieve that the manly and feeling 
sentiments therein expressed will fail 
to meet with a corresponding impres- 
sion in the mind ot the Legislature. 
The recent disaster on our frontier 
calls upon us to aid by every means 
within our power, in hastening the 
progress of the expedition. I there- 
fore recommend to. the Legislature to 
authorise an immediate advance of 
money for the use of this army The 
justice of the General Government 
will be an ample guarantee for its 
speedy reimbursement. Indeed there 
is every reason to expect that funds 
will be furnished by them in a short 
period. The absence of the Secreta- 
ry of War from the seat of govern- 
ment, and the pressure ofbusinessa- 
rising from, the campaign in the north 
are probably the cause of the delay.

Your committee perceives that the 
memorialist lays some stress upon an' 
act passed in the year 1779 which a/ 
mong other things enacts. ^ : 1 

Whereas certain persons citizens of 
this and the state of South-Carolina, 
and friends to the independence of the 
same, claim that the lands in the coun- 
ty of Wilkes were originally given up 
and ceded to the Government of 
Great Britain, by the Creek and Che- 
rokee Indians in satisfaction and dis- 
charge of certain debts due by the 
said Indians to certain persons com- 
monly called Indian traders. 

Ik it therefore enacted, That any 
person having or pretending to have 
any claim, do lay their claim and ac- 
counts before this or some future 
House of assembly to be examined, 
and whatever claims shall be found 
just and proper, and due to the friends 
of America, shall be paidby Treasury 
certificates, for the amount payable in 
ttvo, three and four years, carrying 
six *jr cent interest. 

Your committee differ in the con- 
struction put upon the act of '79 by 
the memorialist ; it must in the opini- 
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on of your committee: appear that the 
act of '79-can only apply-to such claims 
as were unexamined at the time of its 
passage. This does not appear to be 
the case of the memorialist, for it ise 
vident from his shewing, to wit, the 
certificate of Alexander Wiley, that 
the claim of the memorialist had been 
examined and liquidated, while the 
now state pf Georgia was a Colony of 
the Crown of Great-Britain, and this 
with the instructions aaforesaid which 
says the debts to the traders were first 
to be settled, clearly prove the claim 
to have been a valid one against Great 
Britain. Your committee are war- 
ranted and confirmed in this opinion, 
from the conduct of the claimant, for 
it appears from the letter of John Gra- 
ham, dated the 28ih December 1790, 
in answer to one from the hon. John 
Milledge— that Mr. Milledge and Mr. 
Graham both considered the claim to 
have been against the Crown of G. 
Britain, and that it is probable that 
the same might have been allowed, 
had the claim been put in, in due 
time and form. Your committee are 
strengthened in this construction from 
the lapse of time .between the decla- 
ration of our independence and the 
first application to the state for the 
claim which was in 1793, from the 
shewing of the memorialist. 

This opinion of the claim is further 
warranted as your committee con- 
ceives from the conduct of the late 
Thomas Galphin, Esquire, the execu- 
tion of George Galphin of Silver Bluff, 
who admits that from the advice of 
some leading members, recommend 
ing an application to the crown of 
Great Britain, after he had had a fa- 



vorable report upon the claim did 
withdraw the same ; this shews that 
the leading members of that day who 
must have been conversant with the, 
transaction, viewed the claim as a 
good and valid one against the crown 
of Great Britain, and such a claim as 
the state of Georgia was not in 
justice bound to pay, notwithstanding 
their feelings must have been alive to 
the interest of the claimant, for his 
inestimable and invaluable services 
rendered in our struggles for inde- 
pendence — services which ought ne- 
ver to be forgotten, and which must 
be held in grateful remembrance by 
all those who live to enjoy that inde- 
pendence, which he with others at- 
jhieved in that glorious revolutionary 
war which severed us from what was 
then called the. mother country, and 
from that yoke of tyranny under 
which we had served until petition, 
and even supplication for redress had 
been exhausted, and until longer for- 
bearance from resistance would have 
been a crime. Your committee are 
from a whole view of the case, com- 
nelled to report that the claim cf the 
memorialist is ncu well founded ;;-. 
gainst the state of Georgia, and recom- 
mend that the same ought not to be 
provided for by the state, notwith- 
standing they do sincerely regret the 
toss which the late George Galphin 
must have sustained in not having 
been allowed his claim against the 
Crown of Great-Britain. 

The Senate took the report, and 
Mr. Jones moved that the Senate dis- 
agree to the report of the committee of 
the whole, and that the following be 
agreed to in lieu thereof, to wit :

Fellqw-Citixens of 'the Senate, 

and House of Me/presentatives. 

It has been deemed advisable in the existing pos- 
ture of public affairs, to convene the Legislature at a 
period earlier than that prescribed by kw. The rea- 
sons for this measure have arisen from the new and un- 
precedented features given by our enemy to the war in 
which we are engaged, and the obligations thereby im- 
posed on us to mate corresponding exertions I'm- meet- 
ing and repelling his efforts. 

The war has not only assumed an aspect abhorrent 
to the principles of" civilized nations, but its object has 
to us become essentially changed. The contest is now 
for independence on our part, and subjugation on that of 
our adversary. . , 

The Legislature will feel the necessity of making 
without delays radical changes in our militia system. 
Recent events "have more than ever demonstrated that 
our militia must be better organized and better disci- 
plined. Our system has been calculated for a peace es-

high 



time, that one should be sub- 



stituted, fitted for a state of war. 

The law passed at the last session of the Legislature 
for organizing detachments which might be required for 
the public service* . has been found impracticable of exe- 
cution in some of its provisions, and tedious and diffi- 
cult in most of its arrangements. It prescribes that the 
officers shall he elected by the men, after their arrival at 
a place of rendezvous, thus leaving no means by which 
troops' are' to be marched there.. It prescribes that the 
officers thus elected shall be hrevetted by the command- 
ing officer of the detachment, when in detachments re- 
quiring a commander under the rank of a general offi- 
cer, that commander must himself be elected at the same 
tpie. 

When in the course of the present year, events ren- 
dered it necessary to organize and hold in readiness for 
service one third ( bf the militia of this state, these and 
Other difficulties presented themselves in their full force. 
To obviate them as far as possible, I ordered the e- 
lections to be held in the respective counties, and have 
issued special commissions : thus preserving the leading 
principle of the law, the election of officers by those 
wha were to '.serve under them; but departing from the 
law in its forms, which were found impracticable of exe- 
cution. 

To the principle however of election for deatchments, ; 
there' are serious and weighty objections. It is tedious 
— 4t tends to produce insubordination, and is injurious 
to officers already in commission. And I earnestly re- 
comptend to the Legislature its abolition.

our local militia 
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varies materially from that prescribed for the army of* 
the United States. And in order to have militia receiv- 
ed into the service of the latter, they must be organi- 
zed according to their plan. There ought to be an au- 
thority given by law to the Executive for this_ purpose, 
whenever detachments are required to be placed in a 
state of preparation. And there ought especially to be; 
an efficient method prescribed for enforcing obedience,, 
in attending at any appointed rendezvous. ,-.; 

The condition of the volunteer corps also calls impe- 
riously for revision. This specie s % of force is always 
valuable when it can be brought into service; but under 
existing circumstances, the public is deprived almost en- 
tirely of its aid. Very few volunteer companies con- 
tain the number Of privates necessary for their reception, 
into the service of the United States ; and whilst they 
appear desirous to take their share of duty, they will 
not consent to be consolidated. A power to eonsolidate, 
where they are not full, and a mode for determining the 
selection of officers amongst them is highly necessary. 

The situation of the cavalry in particular merits the 
consideration of the Legislature. The mode in which 
tiie war has been conducted, and appears likely to be 
continued, affords but little use for this species of troops^ 
in truth, tiiey as well as the volunteer infantry corps, 
although composed of the best materials which the 
country affords, are for the most part exempts from the 
public service, : "" 

The War Department on the fourth of July last is- 
sued a requisition to most of the states in the Union, for 
detaching, organizing and holding ih readiness a quo- 
ta of the militia. The proportion required from Geor- 
gia, was three thousand five hundred. This requisition 
was the more easily complied with here, in consequence 
of the steps which had been previously taken, to have 
the militia arranged into classes, and to causeone third 
to be in constant readiness. The organization of the 
first class made them ready to fill up the quota : And 
one complete brigade has by the directions of the Ma, 
jor General commanding the United States troops in the 
sixth military district, been ordered to the neighborhood^ 
of Savannah. — Besides these, it is entirely probable, 
that a force of considerable strength will be speedily- 
marched to the South West. The movements of the e- 
nemy in that quarter have for some time indicated a 
plan which it is seriously interesting to the general go- 
vernment, and to us in particular, should be frustrated, 
I have accordingly been required by the War Depart- 
ment to hold in readiness two thousand five hundred 
men for the purpose of co-operating with reinforcements 
ordered from other sections Of the Union, This num- 
ber will be supplied from the balance Of the first class, 
together with some volunteer companies. They are jja 
a state of readiness. 

The exposed and defenceless situation of our princi- 
pal sea-port town, became a source of anxiety, so soon 
as the mode of warfare intended to be pursued by the 
enemy, was made known. The fug^^ppropriated ai 
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tlie last session for military disbursements vr.a nearly 
exhausted ; and without money 1 coulu not urder troops 
to the field on state account. It was important too tiiat 
suitable fortifications should be erected on me land side, 
to repel ihe approach of the enemy. Tne corporation 
of Savannah pursuing the example set them at other 
places, and stimulated by the recommendation of the 
JUajor General having charge of tms military district, 
as well as by that of tiie state Executive, adopted the 
idea of fortifying that city by voluntary contributions in 
money and labor on the part of the innabitains ; confi- 
ding in the belief that the general government would 
ultimately reimburse the expenditure. Jbut the citizens 
of that place, not being very numerous, and tne place 
itself requiring extensive works, an appeal was nia<ie 
to me for aid. The appeal was felt to be reasonable. 
The state government appeared bound to defray the ex- 
penditure for the present; especially when it was consi- 
dered that large and liberal disbursements had hereto- 
fore been made for the defence of our interior frontier ; 
and that the duty of protection extended alike to all. 
But here again my means were limited by existing ap- 
propriations. Under these circumstances, I have ap- 
plied for and obtained from the Planters' Bank at Sa- 
vannah, a loan without interest, for an amount calcula- 
ted to meet present emergencies. This amount together 
with a small advance from the Treasury, have been de- 
posited with the corporation of Savannah to be expen- 
ded in works of defence. For the reimbursement of the 
loan, I have pledged the faith of the Executive. This 
pledge! rely with confidence on the Legislature to ena- 
ble me to make good : And I recommend to them to 
make such further appropriations as may defray the ex- 
pence of completing the necessary fortifications ; there- 
by taking the burthen of present advances from the 
shoulders of the citizens, and trusting to the justice of the 
general government for reimbursement in better times. 
I also submit to the consideration of the Legislature 
the propriety of ordering into the field a party of caval- 
ry in aid of the force now in the service of the United 
States. Such a corps may be highly useful on the ma- 
ritime frontier, and 'should be placed under the imme- 
diate command of the lieutenant colonel commanding 
the cavalry in that quarter. 

The provision made by law at the last session for 
paying into the Treasury of the United States the amount 
of direct tax due from Georgia, was carried into effect, 
without difficulty. The payment was effected, by dis- 
counting with the United States an equal amount of 
monies due from them to us, under the articles of 
cession and agreement, in relation to the Mississippi 
territory, entered into on the 21th day of April, 1803. 

The act of Congress imposing a direct tax being tem- 
porary, it is not now known whether any provision need 
be made for meeting the payment of another year. — 
But inasmuch as the power of the enemy to annoy, 1> ? 
by the peace in Europe, been increased in proportion to 
the desolating spirit with which he is disposed to prose- 



cute the war, there can be no doubt that an increase -of 
the means of resistance has become also necessary.-^ 
We ougiit therefore to calculate on meeting a direct tax 
greater than that of the present year. 

The report of the Treasurer at the close of the politi- 
cal year will inform jou of the state of our Finances. As 
there appears evidently to be a necessity for an increasa 
of expenditure, it will at once occur to you that thera 
must be a proportionate increase of receipts. I therefore 
recommend o the Legislature to augment the ordinary- 
taxes in a degree commensurate with the public wants. 
A free people, estimating at their proper value, the 
rights which belong to them, will with cheerfulness con- 
tribute whatever may be necessary for thehvdefence,an4 
protection. 

The mode now in use in this state, of auditing and 
liquidating accounts against the public, appears to re- 
quire revision. The settlements are all made at the 
Executive office, thereby burthening that department 
with matters which in the nature of things do not pro- 
perly appertain there. These affairs ought to be adjust- 
ed by the Comptroller of the state. 

A treaty has been negociated with the friendly Creek 
Indians by which their title is extinguished to a consi- 
derable extent of territory within the limits of this 
state. The acquisition is however of little value, either 
for the purposes of cultivation, or of strengthening our in- 
terior frontier. — I am not yet informed whether the trea- 
ty has been sanctioned by the proper authority.

But the enemy mistakes Ms means ; and mistakes us. 
The spirit of party is rapidly Vanishing, and union and 
resistance are becoming the watch-words of the day. 

There is one effect likely to be produced by* this 
struggle, which humanity must deplore. The bitter an- 
imosities engendered by the war of the revolution, were 
fast wearing away. Commercial intercourse— recipro- 
cal, advantage— the reflection that England had some 
palliation in .the belief that we were then in a state of 
Rebellion against parental authority— these circumstan- 
ces were eradicating the feelings that had arisen from the 
atrocities practised by her armies during our former 
struggle. But the case is now reversed. The present 
War Was commenced between nations confessedly inde- 
pendent—connected by language, ties of relationship, 
manners^ religion, — all that could create tenderness and 
respect for each other. Yet, under all these circumstan- 
ces,, her "commanders are pursuing towards us an unre- 
lenting system of conflagration, devastation and plunder. 
They make war on the female and the babe — they pil- 
lage the temples of the most high — they consume to 
ashes defenceless houses and villages. Such a contest 
so conducted will create animosities which ages cannot 
efface. The American child will learn in his cradle to 
abhor the British name, and the lesson will be handed 
down from generation to generation.

48ia. The result of this consideration is ; that I feel 



compelled by a sease- of duty which oannot be dispen, 
sed with, to return the bill with my dissent. It is du« 
to the Legislature that my reasons should be assigned. 

In the first place, it appears that the principle of our 
alleviating laws is opposed to the constitution ; on this 
question there has been much nice and able reasoning;, 
and men of strong- discernment as well as sound judg- 
ment have been iound to differ; But it is the para- 
mount duty of every public functionary, to act on his 
)\vu best judgment ;*he can have no legitimate guide but 
this, and nis conscience. Believing then as I do, that the 
ill now returned to the Legislature does in principle* 
impair the obligation of contracts, I cannot give to it 
my assent. Secondly,, the principle of .our alleviating 
Laws is -in my opmion unwise and inexpedient. It is. 
now more than six years since the commencement of 
this system 1 — duringthe intervening period, produce and 
property altho' sometimes low in price, yet at others, 
have yielded an abundant profit. Debtors in the mean 
time have made crop after crop ; those who were dis* 
posed to pay have done so ; those otherwise inclined, 
have diverted their income to othe-s objects ; whilst in* 
terest with a constantly accumulating hand has been ad< 
ding to their embarassmen ts. The tendency of this bill is. 
to continue the destructive course. The present custom 
mary price of produce though not high is yet sufficient, 
for moderate profit ; and although the public burthen^ 
are encreased by the war, and , are likely to become 
more so, yet the same state of war creates a market for 
articles of provision h> an extent of which no former 
times afford an example. The quantity of money in 
circulation so far from being diminished has greatly in- 
creased, and must continue to do so. The business o£ 
ivar in its various departments gives employment and 
profit to thousands who otherwise would have neither. 
The encreased burthens of the war are therefore at least 
balanced by the increase of the sources of profit. 

Contracts between individuals are matters of private 

right, and no reason of state can justify an mterferance 

with them. They are sacred things, and the hand of 

government can never touch them, without impairing 

sublic confidence. The alleviating system is believed 

o be injurious to the moral principles of the community. 

It accustQins^men to consider their contracts as imposing 

no moral obligation,-- and by making fraud familiar, des- 

'^ysthe pride, nf honesty : on the ground of expedient 

c v also then. I feel compelled to withhold my assent 

■mm the bill. These views are respectfully submitted

. '. It is known to you all that since the Legislature 
jwerc last in session^ tbe war which was then waging a- 
gainst the American people, has been concluded by an 
honorable fence. Permit me to congratulate you on 
this event. — Anatiou Avhose habits and pursuits make 
it at all times their interest to be at peace with the rest 
of the world, and. whose inclinations correspond 
with their interest, lias just reason to be grateful to 
JHeaVen when they can enjoy that blessing. In the 
miserably distracted state of the world which has been 
witnessed for twenty-five years past, it is a miracle 
that we should have so long escaped the broil of war. 
And now after a short, and to us* glorious struggle, the 
cloud has passed away, and we are basking in the 
sunsbihe of peace. 

. The : subjects which appear proper to be commu- 
nicated to the Legislature specially arc not nume- 
rous. Such as have occured ctqring, the recess, and 
fall within this description, will now. be presented to 
your view. 

Notwithstanding the large drafts which the occasi- 
ons of the war have rendered necessary on the state 
Treasury, yetfiie amount of funds in that office at this 
time, nearly eojaals the amount of any former year. — 
This is justly attributable to the wise policy adopted 
by the Legislature, of adding 50 per -centum to the state 
Tax for the purpose of reimbursing in part the amount 
of the Direct Tax assumed by the state to the United 
"States. This year again, the quota of direct tax, tho ? 
double the amount of the last year, has been settled 
from the proceeds of the sales of lands in the Missis- 
sippi Territory. Ik addition to the disbursements 
made under the appropriation of tbe last session for tbe 
erection of fortifications on the sea coast, there has 
been advanced to the Quarter- Master's department of 
■ the army of the United States, the sum of twenty thou- 
sand-dollars, and to the Contractor for the army the 
sum of thirty thousand" dollars. The first was special- 
ly ^authorised by the last Legislature ; but the second 
Was drawn from the military fund after the enemy bad 
Invaded the sta|e, at a period when the Contractor's 
department was utterly destitute of funds and unable 
ti£Stfpply the troops in service without such aid.

Both these advance* of twenty and thirty thousand 
dollars have, however, been recognized by the War 
Department," and their repayment assumed. * The Ex- 
ecutive has not long since been notified, that the funds 
were ready for their discharge at the City of Wash- 
ington, and the necessary drafts have been transmitted 
there for that purpose. We have also good grounds 
for the expectation, that the expenditure for fortifica- 
tions on Ujc- sea-coast will be reimbursed to us .when- 
ever, the proper vouchers can be transmitted to -the seat 
of Government. 

The whole correspondence and documents relating 
to these subjects, will accompany this communication. 
It is proper further to mention, that divers smaller 
advances kive at diherent periods been made, when 
they appeared indispensable for the promotion of the 
public service. These have been so guarded as to 
leave no doubt of their reimbursement. - 

The Legislature will have an opportunity to disco- 
ver, from personal observation, the progress winch has 
beenuaade iu the erection of the Penitentiary edifice. 
A report will in due time be laid before them from the 
Commissioners, detailing the expenditure of the monies 
appropriated for that object. It will be seen on in- 
spection, that much of tne interior work remains to be 
done ; and it is believed that a completion of the whole 
of the present building, including the necessary wall, 
cannot be reasonably calculated on earlier than the 
next meeting of tbe Legislature.- The intervening time 
will afford an opportunity for revising and rcudering 
more perfect the Penitentiary code. The introduction 
of a system of punishments entirely new in the state, 
and the accommodation of that system "(in a certain de : , 
gree necessary), to the existing state of society here, 
was a work in which it must reasonably be expected 
that many imperfections will be found on cxperiraenr. 
Some it is believed will be discovered on a revision, 
which require correction before the code goes into ope- 
ration. The Legislature alone can direct the course 
proper to be. pursued for the accomplishment of this 
object. \, t 

I have received" a requisition from Major General 
Gaines of the United States army, for two thousand 
militia, to rendezvous at Fort Hawkins, The object 
of this requisition was, to have an effective force organ- 
ized and in the field, sufficient as well to protect the 
Commissioners who are engaged in running the boun- 
dary line, as our own frontier, from any hostile mena- 
ces of the Creek Indians. I am sorry to say, that a com • 
pliance With this requisition has been much retarded 
by the system of electing officers for detachments : And 
had an immediate pressure been made by the enemy, 
we might have had reason to regret serious disasters 
to the Commissioners as well as our own frontier. 

Whilst on this subject, I will again call the attenti- 
on of the Legislature to the condition of the volunteer 
infantry and ride companies. Of the latter in particu-. 
lar ; there are many remnants through the state, who In'

point of fact arc complete exempts from the public -ser- 
vice. The authority to consolidate them, given by the 
act of Hie last session, is inefficient, owing to their dis- 
persed situation. Both descriptions ought, by law, to 
he thrown back into the. line, and none, suffered to re- 
main in the character of volunteers any longer than 
they shall preserve their fall complement of men. 

There is one subject, to which it is believed to be im- 
portant that the attention of the Legislature should be 
seriously directed, without delay. We have felt by 
fatal experience, the injurious effects of being overta- 
ken by a slate of war, without possessing the necessary 
means for prosecuting it. A state of peace is the pro- 
per period for providing and laying up those means. — 
The ample funds now at the command of the state, and 
the facility with which the proper arms, artillery and 
ammunition may be procured and transported, would 
appear so favourable to "the purpose, that to neglect the 
opportunity, would leave the public councils inexcusa- 
ble to the state. Experience too has taught us the 
kind of arms most efficient in the hands of an Amer- 
ican soldier. These are rifles of the proper con- 
?tmction, and light artillery. Of muskets we have 
i considerable supply with their proper accoutrements; 
md this supply must annually increase by the opera- 
ions of the act of Congress, of the 23d day of April, 
[808. 

In the present untoward state of the world, we are 
he only people on the globe, who can wiih truth call 
iiemselves free. This freedom so dear to us, we are 
•omul by the most sacred ties to protect and preserve. 
: An firmed nation is invincible." -In proportion as 
re prize the great blessing, so are the inducements to 
ansmit the same unimpaired to posterity. In proper- 
on as the enmity or hostility of others may tempt 
lent to assail it, so arc our obligations ■ of duty to be 
repared to repel their efforts. 

In reviewing our own blessings, it would afford con- 
rdationto every philanthropic mind, if profiting by the 
xample of our condition, other nations would be wise 
nohgh to direct more of their energies towards the ob- 
'cts of true private and public happiness. .But it 
"ould appear as if Heaven had, for a time, given up the 
ations of Europe to be scourged by their own mad- 
ess. Even now, when he, whose ambition was cou- 
riered there as the great destroyer of the peace of 
empires, is no longer able to molest or destroy; the 
i/proved condition of Europe, is attested by the* daify 
nans of millions, who dare not consider their Louses 
s tl.eir homes. These scenes passing in actual review 
efcre the world, may contribute to make an American 
tizen prize as lie ought his own happiness. 'Whoa 
e consider how apt a free people are to hold in too 
ttie estimation the high destiny to which Providence 
is conducted them, it Is not impious to say, ihaifur us 
is fortunate these things are so. The lesson may be 
salutary one ; for although we might for awhile prize 
? we ought our distinguished etate'of happiness, yet it 



ought to be borne in constant recollection, that nte-ate 
liable to shipwreck on the same rocks which have provea 
fatal to other republics. The scenes before us may 
serve to retard the catastrophe. There is, however, one 
advantage we possess over former republics, and in- 
deedover every other nation, antient or modern, which if 
properly improved, may-save us to the end. Our people 
are better enlightened. This circumstance will save 
us, so long as it shall he properly appreciated. It is 
the pivot on which hangs the political salvation of 
the largest and fairest portion of the Globe/ Who 
then can duly appreciate the value of those abundant 
sources of education which are spread over tbeuniQiu 
or who can be insensible to the weighty duty imposed 
on each in his own sphere, of administering to theni 
nurture and support ? 

Fellow- Citizens — Permit me to recommend to yoa 
harmony in your deliberations. If peradventure mat- 
ters of discussion should arise, in which different opin, 
ions prevail, let not passion assume the empire of rea- 
son. The former is not the road which leads to the 
Temple of truth.

(tf&cle of the late treaty cf peace ; ti.c vigikjco, ta- 
lents akd exertion of which agent- wove wiabie to ob- 
jak the object desired, but assured him of the obstinate 
Injustice of the enemy, in their determination to retain 
the said negroes ; locate them in the barren and frozen 
mHs of Nora Scotia, to which province it is now as- 
certained that the said negroes, with others plundered 
on the southern coast, have been transported. 
KAnd whereas, it is believed from good authority, 
that the British, tired of the burthen of feeding and 
Nothing the negroes thus seduced, have allowed them 
since their arrival in the province aforesaid, to travel 
sijd remove to the southward thereof ; and have aided 
la such removal, as fast as possible; through which 
means, the uegroes aforesaid, or many of them, are said 
to have returned to the United States, and are now 
living in some ef the Northern States, where slavery 
is net permitted by the municipal laws ;■ and where

more special formal manner than by individual claim ; 

It is therefore resolved by the Senate and House of

The joint committee on Finance, to whom was re- 
fercd the report of. the Commissioners of the Peniten- 
tiary edifice, beg leave to report : 

That they have had the same under their considera- 
tion) and after an attentive examination, of the account 
of disbursements made, find the same correct as far as 
they could conveniently ascertain. They would re- 
commend however to the Commissioners hereafter to 
specify the particular quantity of any article purchased 
and its cost— For example, so many feet of lumber, 
the kind, and its price per hundred feet j so many 
barrels of nails, containing so many pounds, the quali- 
ty and the price per hundred weight ; the number of 
brick purchased or laid— also, the proper vouchers, 
receipts, &c. for every thing purchased. 

The committee suggest this, not from any want of 
confidence in the Commissioners, but that the Legisla- 
ture may be enabled to know the terms on which ma- 
terials have been purchased. 

The committee will now proceed to express their 
sentiments relative to. the balance of the report of the 
Commissioners. 

If the Penitentiary system is founded on the princi- 
ples of a humane and wise policy, it is an object of pri- 
mary importance that it should be carried into opera- 
tion at the earliest period possible. 

Your committee are of opinion that the System is 
honorable to the state, and affords the strongest evi- 
dence of the improvement of our country in civilization 
and correct views of criminal jurisprudence — For no- 
thing can be more unjust, more barbarous, than those 
laws, which placing crimes of different degrees of mag- 
nitude upon an equality of guilt — alike require blood 
for all. 

Au example or two will suffice — Under the present 
system, he who robs another on the highway of pro- 
perty of the least value, is equally punished, as if he 
had added murder to his crime, and thereby is often in- 
duced to commit murder for the purpose of preventing 
detection — The crime of manslaughter, infinitely more 
heinous than rebbery, is only punisked with burning 



in the hand;, while the latter as beftfre cksefteft, Is pant 
isbed capitally. 

"The pillory, cropping and whipping- have a m«A 
unfortunate, tendency — hardening the individual, and. 
when set at liberty, he is prepared for the perpetration. 
ef every crime. 

The Penitentiary system wisely proportions thepmv 
ishment to the -crime — it excludes the offender from so-, 
ciety— 4t accustoms him to habits of industry, which, 
he is likely to preserve ; his labor is beneficial to the 
state and to himself. The certainty of punishment'' fs 
also increased ; for under the present system Juries 
are unwilling to convict for minor offences where- 
death follows. .-■ 

The committee hope that their remarks will not be 5 
deemed foreign to the subject, as they prove conclu- 
sively, they irust, the propriety of completing the buil- 
ding as it at present stands, for. the speedy reception 
of criminals. 

With respect to the completion of the original plan/ 
the committee beg leave to state, that even if that plan- 
were not as good as might have been devised, yet ma- 
ny disadvantages- must necessarily result from leaving., 
it unfinished — one wing was intended for female crimi- 
nals ; will not many difficulties arise if the plan be a- 
bandoned ? It is urged by many, that.it is too exten- 
tive — but this is bare conjecture,, and the Legislature 
who approved the plan; did not coincide with those; 
w1k> entertain this opinion — If there be any difference 
of sentiment on this point, will it not be more prudent 
to have the. building too large, rather than risque its 
being too small? What would be the con sequence, .rf 
more criminals should arrive than could be received ? 
How could the sentence of the law be carried into ef* 
feet? 

The committee are nevertheless sensible, that econ- 
omy ought to be consulted ; but if they were to hazard 
an opinion, they would assert that the public good i$ 
more frequently sacrificed by economising, than by a 
prodigal use of the public money — They are of opin r 
ion that the Penitentiary can be completed with as lit- 
tle expence to the state at this, as at any subse- 
quent period, — there are materials on hand, which must 
otherwise be sold, and there is a sufficient number of 
workmen ready to undertake. 

They therefore beg leave to submit the following 
resolution ;■. 

Resolved, That the wing and centre of that part of 
the Penitentiary already erected, be prepared as 'spee- 
dily as possible for the reception of criminals, that the 
contemplated wall be-so constructed as to strike the same 
point, as if the building were complete, and thence 
take such a direction as not to interfere with carrying 
on the original plan, which is recommended to be pur <■ 
sued as soon as convenient, and that the sum of 

dollars be appropriated for the pur 
peses aforesaid.-r^Ilead and agreed to.

tability and discipline of the militia. Let all the yoQ$g? 
men between the ages of 1-7 and 31 be organized into 
companies, battalions, regiments and brigades, and as- 
sembled for military instruction and exercise, in the 
centre of each Divison for four weeks at a time in eve-" 
?y year. Let them be supplied by the state with arms, 
accoutrements, tents and rations, and be bound to fur- 
nish themselves with a simple uniform, cooking uten- 
sils, knapsacks -and canteens, and be subject when en- 
camped, to the same rules and regulations as are pro- 
vided for the army of the United States. As soon as 
a young man arrives at the age of twenty-one, he is to 
be exempt from this service and made subject to the" 
ordinary duties of the residue ofthe militia, who can 
assume such classification and disposition as a state of 
peace or war may demand. By the adoption • of this 
plan, the state of Georgia will have in a short time one 
seventh of its militia, little inferior to regular troops^ 
and ready at all times to take the field at a moment's 
warning ; and in tlie lapse of fifteen or twenty years 
(in a country where every man is a horse-man, a pio- 
neer and a marksman) the whole population will be- 
come soldiers. Should the General Government sanc- 
tion the system to the extent here described, it would 
bring into the field 140,000 men, and the annual expen- 
diture for their pay and subsistence would not exceed. 
3,500,000 dollars. This system will find out every 
military man in the nation, and when we are again as- 
sailed by our enemies, we will have officers capacitated 
to lead our troops to victory and triumph. It willfos- 
ter and cherish American feelings, assist in forming a 
national character, and with the aid of our gallant Na--, 
vy, render us a formidable people, secure and happy 
at home, and feared and respected abroad.

nations, and contrast, their situation with our owh, 
What sentiments" of gratitude does it not inspire to that 
divine providence under whose protection and indul- 
gence we' enjoy so many blessings, of which it is their 
unhappy lot to be deprived? 

In Europe, military depotism occupies the place of 
civil liberty, and in many instances aggravated by big- 
otry and religious intolerance, tramples under foot the 
sacred rights of man : Nor is the condition of the grea- 
ter part of Asia less wretched, whilst at least two thirds 
of the miserable inhabitants of Africa are lost, as it were, 
in one eternal night of gross ignorance, superstition and 
paganism ; and the test have for centuries past, sub- 
sisted by the precarious and licentious means of piracy 
and plunder. In turning our eyes from those scenes of 
despotism, ignorance, superstition and rapine, our sym- 
pathy is excited in behalf of the struggling sons of li- 
berty in the Spauish possessions on our own continent ; 
nor will the amicable relations subsisting between our 
-government and that of old Spain, forbid the hope, 
that their efforts may be crowned with success. 

In our happy country, the government of which is 
founded upon the basis of equal rights, and where the 
military is subordinate to the civil authority 5 and me- 
rit is the onljr sure passport to distinction and office, 
the efforts of one of the most powerful nations on earth 
in attempting to enforce their illegitimate pretensions to 
control our commerce, and regulate our intercourse with 
foreign nations at their will, has only served to exalt the 
American character to proud- eminence, to cement our 
union, unfould our resources and falsify the assertion, 
that our constitution had not sufficient energy to main- 
tain the independence of the nation. But whilst theo- 
rists and the advocates of monarchy areindulging them- 
selves in the belief of the weakness of our system, it is 
both our pride: and happiness to know, that our gal- 
lant army and navy, although as it were, in their in- 
fancy, and composed of citizens hastily collected from 
the private walks of life* and unaccustomed to military 
discipline; gave the enemy, in our tecent contest, such 
proofs of republican energy, as made them glad to with- 
draw their royal mercenaries from the conflict, under a 
succession of disasters which confounded themselves, , 
and astonished all Europe. ' 

The nation now reposing in the lap of peace, enjoy- 
ing a much larger share of prosperity and happiness^ 
than any other people on earth) we ought not to be un- 
mindful of the merits and services of those eminent 
statesmen and patriots, whose zeal for the public ser- 
vice,, and ability in conducting us to out present en vied 
eminence, entitle them to the best giffs'of the republic 
—the confidence and gratitude o£a free people. 

What a weight of obligation does not our present 
happyand enviable situatiou impose upon us, tocherish, 
support and maintain, our invaluable constitution in its 
present shape and form? Let us zealously endeavor to. 
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discharge this obligation by all the means in our pow- 
er. It has bean often said, and I think truly, that know- 
Iftlge. is one of the surest means by which liberty is ei- 
ther to be obtained or preserved ; and that knowledge 
v/nicli is improved, enlarged and refined by a liberal 
edacation, is undoubtedly the best. If Ave turn to the 
historic page we shall find, that all those nations who 
encouraged and patronized learned men, and institu- 
tions for the education of their youth, were the most free.; 
and if for a tune they fell under oppression, they -sel- 
dom failed to embrace the first favorable -opportunity 
to break their fetters, and re-establish their freedom. — 
Even in Europe at this day, it is the gross ignorance, 
bigotry and superstition of the great masa of the peo- 
ple (with vary little exception) which enables a few mi- 
litary despots to lord it over their fellow creatures and 
keep them in their present slavish condition. 

The human mind unimproved by edacation has been 
very aptly compared to a block of marble in its native 
state. It is the artist who gives it the polish, and pre- 
sents to the eye its hidden beauties which We so much 
admire — -just so is the influeae of education upon the 
human mind. It is therefore by education that we are to 
increase our knowledge, and thereby establish one of 
the firmest supports to our present republican form of 
government. 

Our state has in this respect done much, but she ought 
still to do much more. — Thirty years experience has 
proven that the legislative provision for the establishment; 
and support of our county Academies, is altogether in- 
sufficient : but few of them have gone into operation, 
and those that have, it is well known, have been great- 
ly aided by individual patronage. The great increase 
of our territory and population and the inadequacy of the 
fund heretofore appropriaied for this purpose, seems to 
me to require further legislative provision. 

It is highly gratifying to witness the individual efforts 
now making in many parts of the slate, for the estab- 
lishment and support of private schools and Academies; 
and will the legislature of Georgia refuse to encourage 
and promote these laudable exertions ? Shirely they will 
not. Our present state of tranquility and prosperity, 
with ample resources at command, is peculiarly favor- 
able for the prosecution of this object. Enlighten the 
rising generation, and their liberties will be secure- 
leave them in ignorance, and they maybe made<slaves. 

Whilst on the subject of education permit me to,, re- 
commend for your consideration, a easeful revision of 
the laws here tofora p assed , for suppres sin g vice aud i m - 
morality. Good morals are all important iia estimating 
the value of a liberal education. A public Seminary of 
learning without morals would be a stain upon our cha- 
racter, and a curse to our country ; and with them, not 
only one of the'brigbtest ornaments but one of the grea- 
test blessings we can possess. A disregard .of moral 
instruction will have an inevitable tendency to promote 



luxury and vice, and ylfhnalely-endangeiv ^ ^ does jitoi 
entirely overthrow, our presem happy govetameni. v-Xt 
is true that much of the luxury which we ought- to 
dread-as the parent ©f vice sziustbe imported HTroma; 
broard, aijd that the regalatioji and control of our exy 
te*«nal gelations depend upon the acts of the general »% 
vernmeut ; but it is revert aeless in Aehpbwer jo£ tht 
state legislatures to a&rd important aid to &e laws; of; 
the union in this respect. "■-'-''. - '. 

The revision of our penal Oode has 'been committed^, 
agreeably to the wisli of the last legislating to two ' gen- 
tlemen of eminent legal tale£rts/&nd general know- 
ledge ; and the result of their labor is herewith com'- 
municated. I irusi it will be fonpd wurthy *sf your 
acceptance. ; 

Our Penitent! ary Edifice being now partially prepar- 
ed, and before another session of the Legislature will 
be in a complete state of readiness to receive offenders, 
the period has arrived when it becomes the 2hty of the 
Legislature, to furnish a system of government f or Its 
internal regulation: And it will not escape your ob- 
servation, that the future usefulness of this, rristitutiqa 
will very much depend upou a suitable organization, 
and a judicious choice of officers. The first impression 
will -be of vast importance. Permit me toinvite your 
most deliberate and serious attention to tins subject. 

The gentlemen appointed by the last Legislature. to 
to revise our military System, did not convene, uijr 
til a very recent day.

The_ correspondence between the 
Executive and the Secretary of the Treasury, herewith 
submitted, will furnish all the requisite light to a clear 
and fail understanding of this subject. It may howe- 
jerfee proper to appropriate the amount, so as to autho- , 
rise a warrant id he drawn ; for although the amount 
in money never was in our Treasury, the payment hav 
MigBeeii -made by way df discount, yet it may be tin 




safest course, to consider the drafts as money, since 
they have been received in payment as such. 

The Treasurer's Abstract, which will be laid before 
you in due season by that officer, will exhibit a concise 
but distinct view of the state of our funds, and presents 
matter of real gratulation to every friend of Georgia. 
Our means of satisfying every just demand against the 
state are ample, and the period is at hand when we 
shall possess an abundant surplus for promoting objects 
of general and public utility. Amongst those most wor- 
thy of your immediate attention and consideration, per- 
mit me to recommend, a serious and decided effort for 
the improvement of the navigation of our rivers, and the 
repair of our public roads and bridges. To an agri- 
cultural state like Georgia, whose products are not on- 
ly of great value, but of great bulk, and intended for 
exportation, the facility of getting them to market, is an 
object of the very first importance. And here I beg 
leave to repeat what I have before said upon a similar 
occasion, that the present authority hy which the puhlic 
roads and bridges ara made and repaired, is too local. 
A superintendant appointed by the Legislature, or th#' 
Executive, in each Military division, or Judicial dis- 
trict, clothed with the competent authority and means, 
for procuring and applying the necessary labor, would, 
I am persuaded, be productive of much benefit, in ting 
particular. 

By the death of our worthy revolutionary soldier and 
patriotic citizen, Major General John Twiggs, of the 
2d Division, and the removal of Major General John 
Clarke of the 3d Division of our Militia, the duty of fil- 
ling the vacancies thereby occasioned, now devolves up- 
on the Legislature. And it is my doty to remind you, 
that in addition to those State officers which the Consti- 
tution requires you to elect during your present session, 
you will have to appoint eight Electors of President 
and Vice President of the United States, and a Sena- 
tor to represent this state in the Senate of the United 
States. -

Mr. Charlton called up the memorial and remon- 
strance to the President of the United States, which 
is as follows : 

Milledgeville, Georgia, > 
2d December, 1816. 5 
To His Excellency, 

The President of the United States :. 

The memorial and remonstrance of the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Georgia, in. 
General Assembly met. 

Your memmidists, beg leave to address His Ex- 
cellency the President of the Uuited States, and to 
lay before him their views on a subject highly inter- 
esting to the people of this State, and entitled to the 
serious attention of the national government. This 
subject, to which your memorialists respectfully so- 
licit the attention of your Excellency, is the stipula- 
tion in the articles of agreement and cession entered 
into on the 34th of April, 1803, between the Com- 
missioners of Georgia, and Commissioners ot the 
United States, in which the United States have 
pledged themselves, to extinguish the Indian title 
to ail lands within the limits of Georgia. 

TheCitizens of Georgia, satisfied with this stipu- 
lation of the compact, and reposing great confidence 
in the disposition of the General Government to fulfil 
every engagement; of the United States, and particu- 
larly this, flattereed themselves with the hope, that 
the treaty of GeneralJackson, would have obtained 
a further cession of territory, and established a line 
with a much greater respect for the interest of Geor- 
gia, than that treaty has evinced. 

No crisis ever presented such prospects of an ad- 
vantageous extinguishment of Indian title as the pe- 
riod of the Treaty referred to. A severe chastise- 
ment had been inflicted on the Creeks — their power 
was broken — their arrogance subdued ; and it only 
became necessary under these circumstances, to 
have demanded and obtained an accession to such 
terms, as the United States, looking to their com- 
pact with Georgia, might have thought proper to 
have dictated. These circumstances were not per- 
mitted however to have their appropriate weight of 
influence, and therefore the citizens of Georgia have, 
found themselves mortified and disappointed hi. all*- 
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the expectations they had formed of the results of 
this treaty. In adverting to the boundaries of tiie 
treaty, it will be readily perceived, that toe two great 
objects which should always have been in view— an 
"exteusion of settlement and security of frontier, have 
been greatly, if not totally neglected. 

Your Memorialists, referring to the most approv- 
ed maps of the Creek nation, think, these facts 
clearly established — That the course from the Cha- 
tabooclrie, running due East, " to a point which 
shall intersect the line now dividing the lands claim- 
ed by the Creek nation from those claimed by the 
state of Georgia," will throw the rivers Ocmulgee 
and Altamaha on the left, and will strike the Geor- 
gia line a short distance, or not far below the Fort 
formerly called « Fort- James," and consequently 
leave the Indian title unextinguised to the narrow 
but important slip of land for the whole distance a- 
lOng and between the lino and the river Ocmulgee. 

How it appears to your Memorialists, and after 
"proper consideration your Excellency mast be con- 
vinced, that Georgia has derived httie or no ad van... 
"tage from the establishment of this line ; for leaving 
out of view the sterile and unprofitable territory ac- 
quired, it can scarcely be expected, that our citizens, 
or emigrants from any section of the United States 
would occupy a territory, having on one side, the 
Spanish line, and the Indians between them and the 
settlements in Georgia, Such would be their situa- 
tion according to the line established in the treaty of 
General Jackson. 

Your Memorialists beg leave further to represent 
asajust ground of complaint, that according to the 
treaty concluded by General Jackson, all the Ter- 
ritory left for the use of the Creek nation of Indians, 
lies either witbi n the limits of Georgia, or stretches 
along its western boundary. The consequence of 
-this state of things must be obvious. 

The government, of the United States will now 
find it extremely difficult to obtain a further extin- 
guishment of Indiau title, in the very quarter where 
by positive compact they were most bound to obtain 
it, and have by their own act rendered a compliance 
with their solemn engagement to Georgia, distant 
and precarious. 

Your Memorialits believing that in this Treaty 
the interests of Georgia have been abandoned, or at 
least overlooked, and that she can now or at any o- 
ther period rightfully claim of the United r States a 
more satisfactory compliance with the stipulation of 
their compact, do, for and and in behalf of the citi- 
zens of Georgia, protest and remonstrate against 
said treaty, so far as it relates to extinguishment of 
Indian title within the limits of said state ; and do 
further, for and in behalf of the citizens of said state 
request, that measuures may be taken as speedily as 



circumstances will permit, to procure an additional 
cession of territory, and extingushroept of Indian 
title, -conformably to' the stipulation contained in the 
said articles of agreement and cession ; entered into 
between the '"commissioners of Georgia and of the 
United States — which being read, was agreed to,
